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In late September 1949 all the residents of Ew&do Island (X27~34» 39-44) 
were evacuated from their hones and the Island, and ordinary traffic on 
the island and in the adjacent waters was prohibited* The island harbor 
is used as anchorage for Soviet naval vessels and a gun bast* Is under con- 
struction in a neighboring area* The seas around the island are used as 
tornado target areas for Soviet submarines, which are based on the Island* 

On 25 October l r, 49 c one Soviet cruiser, one Soviet destroyer, and one Soviet 
ti*ooo transport arrived in Chongjin ( 129^4° 4l«46)* Approximately three 
thousand troops w ere disembarked at Chongjin and an additio nal 1 B 700 at Najin 
( 130 - 15 , 42-10)* I I the troops were to 

patrol and guard the areas of Chongjin, Najint, and Wonsan (127*26, 39-10)** 
Some of the trooos* hov/ever* were present only for manoeuvres and did not ex- 
pect to remain* 

Ap >roxi lately ^K5 snail PT-type boats are docked near the fishery wharves at 
Chongjino** About half are berthed in special newly-constructed docks; the 
remainder are 'Tailed up aground* An additional 20 sueed boats are kept near
